SKCOSD.— Wo further recommend that 


the board of county supervisors be respect- 
fully and earnestly requested lo adopt such 
legal measures us may be necessary lor the 
support of the families of tho.su who may 
enlist in their country's service. 


TlliKD.—That a committee of thr«;v! be 


appointed ID collect funds to defray thu in- 
cidental expi.'ir-it.'ri, and provide, in case of 
neresiity, for the bo.ird of thu.ve who enlist 
until mustered into the service ; which fund 
shall be paid to und be disbursed bv the 
central committee. 


Your committee are nuthori/.ud to say 


that all companies of forty or 
more may

of the 


state, and hoarded at the state's expense, 
at not more than thirty cents a dav per 
man ; also that all companies of eighty or 
more may be mustered into tlio 
L'niti.d 


States service. 


Your committee have tho ple.vsutv of in- 


forming the citixens further, thaMhry have 
had, through two of their own number, 
personal interviews with Gov. Kamlull, and 
received his cordial approv.il of these 
measures, and his assuraiu'e of prompt of- 
ficial support uf the saiuc.

creasing crimes and outrages which are dri- 
ving olf the inhabitants and ruining the 
stale.

administration of affairs. 


fu order, therefore, lo suppress disorders, 


to maintain as far as is now practicable, the 
public peace, and lo give security and pro- 
tection to the persons and property of loy- 
al citizens, 1 do hereby extend and declare 
established Martial Law throughout the 
state of Missouri. The lines of the army 
of occupation in the state, are, for the pres- 
ent, declared to extend to Leavcnworth by 
way of the post.s ol Jefferson City, Rolla, 
and Ironton, to Cape Girardeau on the Mis- 
sissippi river. 
All persons who shall be 


tnken with urma in their hands within these 
lines, shall be tried by court martial, and if 
found guilty will be shot. The property, 
real and tM.Tsomil, of till persons in the 
state of Missouri who shall take up arms 
against the United States, or who shall be 
directly proven to have taken part with 
their enemies in the field, js declared to be 
confiscated to the public use, and their 
slaves, if any they have, are hereby declar- 
ed free men. 
All persons who sbn.ll be 


proven to have destroyed, after the publica- 
tion of this order, railroad tracks, bridges, 
or telegraphs, shall suffer the extreme pen- 
alty of the law. 
AU persons engaged in 


treasonable correspondence, in giving or 


procuring aid to the enemies of the United 
States, in fomenting tumults, in disturbing 
the public trsnquility, by creating and cir- 
culating false reports or incendiary docu- 
ments, or are in their interest, are warned 
that they are exposing themselves to aud- 
deu and severe punishment. All persons 
who have been led away from their allegi- 
ance are required to return forthwith to 
their homes. Any such absence without 
sufficient cause, will be held to be presump- 
tive evidence against them. The object of 
this declaration ia to place in the hands of 
the military authorities the power to give 
instantaneous effect to existing laws, and 
to supply such deficiencies as the conduct 
of the war demands, but it is not intended 
to suspend the ordinary tribunals of the 
country, which will be administered by the 
civil oQiccrs, in the usual manner and with 
the customary authority, while the same 
can be peacefully exercised.

ilantly for the public welfare, aud in his ef- 
forts for their safety, hopes lo obtain not 
only tbe acquiesance but tbe active support 
of the people of the country.

their agents here are almost entirely bro- 
ken up. Intercepted correspondence shows 
how little they kuow of the real state of 
things in and nbout Washington, and how 
their camps are lilleil with conflicting ru- 
mors in place of the trustwortny intelligen- 
ce they formerly had of our movements.— 
Women who have had so much to do with 
conveying surreptitious intelligence are 
narrowly watched—and I may ^jdd that 
there is not a family of rebel sympathisers 
in the city but is under the surveillance of 
the Government. 


The Pope is rapidly failing in health.— 


The Milan Perseveranza has a letter from 
Koine, which says : " The Pope is ill. He 
has not only the chronic affection of the 
legs, which are swollen and covered with 
large sores, bat he has a disease of the heart 
which may carry hitn off at any moment.— 
Dr. Carpi gives it as his opinion that he 
Cannot live for three rnonthi." 


Adjourned War Meeting. 


The adjourned war meeting last evening 


was called to ordei' by the President, I. C. 
Sloan. The other officers were B. A. How- 
land and James Neil vice presidents; Uhas. 
Holt and Joseph Baker secretarios. 


Rev. H. C. Tilton, as secretary of the 


committee to report a plan of organization, 
submitted the following report: 


Tie committee appointed "to report a 


plan by which the resources of Rock coun- 
ty, in men and means, shall be made effec- 
tive in the present crisis of our country," 
having attended to their duties, offer the fol- 
lowing report: 


FJKST.—We recommend that immediate, 


earnest and systematic efforts be made to 
raise a regirnentyw the war in Hock and 
Green counties. 


SECOND.—That measures be immediately 


adopted to secure the encampment of said 
regiment in this city, until called into the 
active service of the government. 


To accomplish these purposes we further 


recommend the adoption of tho following 


PLA.X OF ACTION. 


FIRST.—That a committee of three be ap- 


pointed by the president of this meeting, to 
be ki.own as the Central Military Commit- 
tee of Rock County, whose duties shall be— 


1st. 
rJ3b provide for a thorough canvass- 


ing of the county, inviting the people of 
each town to appoint three of its citizens 
to aid the central committee in enrolling 
companies, and otherwise to assist them in 
raising the regiment in the shortest time 
possible. 


2d. To co-operate with the state military 


authorities, recruiting officers, (he citizens 
generally, and otherwise aid in raising and 
perfecting the organization and equipment 
of tiie regiment. 


3d. To take immediate measures to se 


cure the co-operation of Green county to 
the movement. 


SECOND.—We further recommend that 


the board of county supervisors be respect- 
fully and earnestly requested to adopt such 
legal measures as may be necessary for the 
support of the families of those who may 
enlist in their country's service. 


THIRD.—That a committee of three be 


appointed to collect funds to defray the in- 
cidental expenses, and provide, in case of 
necessity, for the board of those who enlist 
until mustered into the service ; which fund 
shall be paid to and be disbursed by the 
central committee. 


Your committee are authorized to say 


that all companies of forty or more ruay 
be mustered [into the 
service 
of the 


state, and boarded at the staU-'s expense, 
at not more than thirty cents a day per 
man 5 also that all companies of eighty or 
more may be mustered into the United 
States service. 


Your committee have the pleasure of in- 


forming the citizens further, thut^lhey have 
had, through two of their own number, 
personal interviews with Gov. Kandall, and 
received 
his cordial approval of these 


measures, and his assurance of prompt of- 
ficial support of the same. 


To .facilitate the encampment of the reg- 


iment in this city, the Governor proposes 
to furnish the tents and camp equipage ne- 
cessary to actual service in ten days from 
this date. 


The Governor further assures your com- 


mittee that he will respect thtj wishes of 
the companies of the regiment in the ap- 
pointment of its field oflicers, provided the 
persons [-imposed arc fully tuinpctcijL i-.;.fl 
temperate men. 


If the achievement of our national in 


dependence was worthy of the HVM and 
fortunta of our fathers, tho maintenance of 
that independence is worthy of (lie blood 
and treasure of their children. 
Our only 


aim should bo the re-establishment of na- 
tional authority on every inch of ground in 
this Union—the unfurling of the national 
flag on every state.and court house, and ev- 
ery fort or arsenal from which it lias or 
will be stricken by the hand of treason—In 
transmit to our children this blood-bought 
legacy of our heroic sires, undivided and 
indivisible—to give to ma'ikind the final 
demonstration of the power of Americans 
to govern themselves—that in due time this 
Heaven-favored land may become the asy- 
lum of the oppressed and not the home of 
the slave.

PROCLAMATION. 


HEADQUARTERS WEST'N DEP'T. I 


St. Louis, Aug. 30, 1861.

Circumstances, in my judgment, of suf- 


ficient urgency, render it necessary that the 
commanding general of this department 
should assume the administrative powers 
of the state. Its disorganized condition 
and helplessness of the civil authority, the 
total insecurity of life, and the devastation 
of property by bands of murderers and ma- 
rauders, who infest noarly every county in 
the state, and avail themselves of the pub- 
lic misfortunes and the vicinity of a hostile 
force to gratify private and neighborhood 
vengeance, and who find an enemy where- 
ever they find plunder, finally demand the 
severest measures to repress the daily in- 
creasing crimes and outrages which are dri- 
ving off the inhabitants and ruining the 
state. 
In this condition the public safety 


und success of arms require unity of pur- 
pose without let or hindrance to the prompt 
administration of affairs. 


In order, therefore, to suppress disorders, 


to maintain as far as is now practicable, the 
public peace, and to give security and pro- 
tection to the persons and property of loy- 
al citizens, I do hereby extend and declare 
established Martial Law throughout the 
state of Missouri. Tbe lines of the army 
of occupation in the state, are, for the pres- 
ent, declared to extend to Leavenworth by 
way of the posts of Jefferson City, Rolla, 
:tnd Ironton, to Cape Girardean on the Mis- 
sissippi river. All persons, who shall be 
token with arms in their hands within these 
lines, shall be tried by court martial, and if 
found guilty will be shot. The property, 
real and personal, of all persons in the 
state of Missouri who shall take up arms 
against the United States, or who shall be 
directly proven to have taken part with 
their enemies in the field, is declared to be 
confiscated to the public use, and their 
slaves, if any they have, are hereby declar- 
ed free men. 
All persons who shall be 


proven to have destroyed, after the publica- 
tion of this order, railroad tracks, bridges, 
or telegraphs, shall suffer the extreme pen- 
alty of the law, AH persons engaged in 
treasonable correspondence, in giving or 


procuring aid to the enemies of the United 
States, in fomenting tumults, in disturbing 
the public tranquility, by creating and cir- 
culating falae reports or incendiary docu- 
ments, or are in their interest, are warned 
that they are exposing themselves to sud- 
den and severe punishment. All persons 
who have been led away from their allegi- 
ance are required to return forthwith to 
their homes. Any such absence without 
sufficient cause, will be held to be presump- 
tive evidence against them. The object of 
this declaration is to place in the hands of 
the military authorities the power to give 
instantaneous effect to existing laws, and 
to supply such deficiencies as the conduct 
of the war demands, but it is not intended 
to suspend the ordinary tribunals of the 
country, which will be administered by the 
civil officers, in the usual manner and with 
the customary authority, while the same 
can be peacefully exercised. 


The commanding general wilt labor vig- 


ilantly for the public welfare, and in his ef- 
forts for their safety, hopes to obtain not 
only the acquiesence but the active support 
of the people of the country.

The commanding general sincerely re- 


grets that he finds it necessary to make 
reproach to the patriotic army under his 
command. He had hoped that the right 
enforcement of discipline and good exam- 
ple of (he mass of the enlightened soldiery 
which he has the honor to lead, would have 
been sufficient to correct in good time the 
irregularities and license of the few who 
have reflected discredit upon our cause and 
ourselves. 
But she extension of martial 


law to a'l the state of Missouri, rendered 
suddenly necessary by its unhappy condi- 
tion, renders it equally imperative to call 
the army to good order and vigorous disci 
pline. They are reminded that the power to 
inflict the extraordinary seventies of the 
now governing law is rigidly confined to a 
few, who are to be held strictly accountable 
for its exercise. They are also reminded 
that the same necessity which requires the 
establishment of martial law, demands also 
the enforcement of the military laws, which 
govern themselves with the same sudden 
severity. The commanding general there- 
fore strictly prohibits all vexatious proceed- 
ings calculated to unnecessarily harass the 
citizens, and also unauthorized searches, 
seizures and destruction of property, ex- 
cept in cases of military necessity, and for 
which the officer authorized or permitting 
it will be held stictly and personally respon 
sible. 
All officers commanding districts, 


posts or detachments, are enjoined to use 
the utmost prudence and circumspection in 
the discharge of their duties under the cir- 
cumstances. 
A strict obedience to orders, 


close attention to duties, a«d an earnest ef- 
fort to protect and avoid harassing inno- 
cent persons, is requested and expected 
from officers and men. The commanding 
general trusts that he will find few occa- 
sions to reproach the troops. He hopes 
and believes that he will find many to ad- 
mire and approve them.

World's despatch.—A number of leading

Herald's dispatch.—It is estimated by 


men entitled to know, that there are 75,001 
of the rebel army between Harpers's Ferry 
and Edward's Ferry, awaiting an opportu 
nity to force a crossing into Maryland, anc 
willing to take the chances there of an in 
surrection of the malcontents. 
That wil 


enable them to transfer the conflict to that 
state, and place Washington between two 
rebel armies. In the meantime, hundreds 
of Maryland secessionists are gathering up 
on the eastern shore for the purpose of car- 
rying out tbe programme of cutting off di 
rect communication between Philadelphia 
and Baltimore, simultaneously to the pass 
age of the rebels across the Potomac, al 
the little town of Eaton, in Talbot county 
These arrivals have amounted to as many 
as five hundred per day. The rebels are in 
such a condition that they are compellec 
either to attempt to advance or retire from 
the Potomac. The resources of this re 
gion are exhausted, and they cannot much 
longer subsist their immense force oh the 
Virginia side of the Potomac. They mus 
therefore avail themselves of the richness 
of the splendid agricultural district of west 
ern Maryland, or fall back at least upon the 
Rappahauock. Their desperation will make 
lively times along the Potomac in a few 
days, and perhaps in a few hours.

HIGHLY IMPORTANT ABBEST AT PHILA- 


DELPHIA.—Samuel Eaken, who was arrest- 
ed at Philadelphia on a charge of treason, 
and taken to Fort Lafayette, is one of the 
most skillful of mechanics and chemists, 
and has been receiving high pay from the 
Richmond authorities. At the time of his 
arrest be was endeavoring to get a force ol 
mechanics to take south, and to buy tele- 
graph and other material. A correspond- 
ent of the New York Herald saya that in 
searching his house in Philadelphia, some 
curious contrivances were discovered.-— 
Among them about eight thousand feet ol 
extremely minute insulated telegraph wire, 
of the thickness of thread, wrapped in silk, 
and adapted to forming connection will 
any ordinary wire. 
The color cf the thread 


was green, and in some respects, it was 
similar to the fragments of cable picked up 
near Fortress Monroe. 
At a distance ol 


ten yards this, wire was_invisible, and it 
could be trailed through grass at d herbage, 
over any extent of country, without detec- 
tion. The object of this wire was, doubt- 
less, to lead otf messages from the govern- 
ment lines, and put the rebels in possession 
of every important movement. 
Eaken in- 


sisted that it was an improved wire for in- 
sulating magnets; but well informed wit- 
nesses disagreed with him. A percussion 
cap was likewise discovered, that would ig 
nite cannon cartridges through the thick 
metallic coverings, and thus avoid the ne 
cessity of tearing off the envelope. 
The 


model of a cannon, likewise, came to light, 
that .the inventor supposes capable of split 
ing a seventy-four frigate in half at a dis 
tance of three miles. 
A miniature torpe 


do, for submarine purposes, consisting es 
sentially of a gutta percha bag and tube 
was discovered, and this, from the prison' 
er's own admission, was to be used in blow 
ing cp war vessels.

This it 
probably an excuse—the real reason being 
hostility to Jefferson Davis and his cabinet 
on the ground of their interfering with state 
rights, and organizing forces in Georiga 
for the war without "the authority of the 
governor, in derogation of the sovereignty 
of the state, and in opposition to the con 
slitutioh and the principles of the revolu 
tion of 1776. 
The quarrel has been goin< 


on for some time, having been first devel 
oped in the case of General Bartow, wh 
lost his life at Bull Run, and wlio had tak 
en troops and arms from the state in obe 
dience to Jefferson Davis and iu spite o 
Governor Brown. 
The quarrel culrainatet 


on the 2d iust., when the governor disband 
ed a brigade at Atlanta, commanded b 
General Phillips. 
Governor Brown seize' 


the opportunity to assail Davis & Co. II 
said " tbe battle of sovereignty which wa 
fought at tbe revolution had to be fongh 
over again/' as there was an attempt no\ 
being made at the south " to destroy slate 
sovereignty and build upon its ruins eiluer 
a monarchy or a consolidated aristocracy.' 
That this quanel will end in the secession 
of Georgia from the seceded stales then 
appears to be little doubt; aud as, accord 
ing to their own doctrine, a state has a 
right to secede, the confederate governmen 
are without any remedy. 
Such is the ab 


surdity to which the principle of secession 
leads, and such the denouement which w 
long since predicted. 


The practical working of the doctrines o 


the rebel leaders to the disintegration o 
their own government, shows that the' 
will all go to pieces. 
But if the evil were 


to be confined to the south we would no 
have so much reason to regret it; but i 
the South succeeds in establishing its inde- 
pendence, and with it the principle of se 
cession, the same evil will prevail at th< 
north, and secession after secession will b 
1 


the result, till at last the thirty-fdnr inde 
pendent military republics, all warring 
against each other. 
The way to prevehi 


this catastrophe is to render the struggle 
for the Union triumphant by giving it al 
the moral and physical aid which it needs 
New York Herald.

committee to report a plan of organization, 
submitted tbe following report: 


Tie committee appointed " to report a 


prau by which the resources of Bock couu 
ty, in men and means, shall be made effec- 
tive in the present crisis of our country," 
having attended to their duties, off^r tbe fol- 
lowing report: 


FIRST.—We recommend that immediate, 


earnest and systematic efforts be made to 
raise a regiment _/o;- the tear in Hock and 
Green counties. 


SECOND.—That measures be immediately 


adopted to secure the encampment of said 
regiment in this city, until called into the 
active service of the government. 


To accomplish these purposes we further 


recommend the adoption of the following 


PLAN OF ACTION. 


FIRST.—That a committee of three be ap- 


pointed by the president of this meeting, to 
be ki.own as tbe Central Military Commit- 
tee oj Rock County, whose duties shall be— 


1st. "Bb provide for a thorough canvass- 


ing of the county, inviting the people of 
each town to appoint three of its citizens 
to aid the central committee in enrolling 
companies, and otherwise to assist them in 
raising the regiment in tbe shortest time 
possible. 


2d. To co-operate with the state military 


authorities, recruiting officers, the citizens 
generally, and otherwise aid in raising and 
perfecting the organization and equipment 
of the regiment. 


3d. To take immediate measures to se 


cure the co-operation of Green county to 
the movement. 


SECOND.—We further recommend that 


the board of county supervisors be respect- 
fully and earnestly requested to adopt such 
legal measures as may be necessary for the 
support of the families of tbo6e who may 
enlist in their country's service. 


THIRD.—That a committee of three be 


appointed to collect funds to defray tbe in- 
cidental expenses, and provide, in case of 
necessity, for the bor»rd of those who enlist 
until mustered into the service ; which fund 
shall be paid to and be disbursed by the 
central committee. 


Your committee are authorized to say 


that all companies of forty or more may 
be mustered ^into the 
service 
of the 


state, and boarded at the state's expense, 
at not more than thirty cents a day pirr 
man ; also that all companies of eighty or 
more may be mustered into the 
L'nittd 


States service. 


Your committee have the pleasure of in- 


forming the citizens further, that.they have 
had, through two of their own number, 
personal interviews with Gov. Kandall, and 
received his cordial approval of these 
measures, and his assurance of prompt of- 
ficial support of the same-. 


To .facilitate the encampment of tbe r^- 


iment in this city, the Governor proposes 
to furnish the tents and camp equipage ne- 
cessary to actual service in ten days from 
this date. 


The Governor further assures your com- 


mittee that he will respect the wishes ol 
the companies of the regiment in :he ap- 
pointment of its field officers, provide:! the 
persons jjruposeJ urc i'ullv tumuctcui w..<l 
temperate men.

Last Night's Report. 


MILWAUKEE, Aug. 30. 


The funeral of Sergeant Graham, of the 


1st Wisconsin Regiment, was very solemn 
and imposing and very generally attended 
by the citizens and soldiers of the city. The 
body was escorted to the church and ceme- 
tery by all of the members of the 1st regi- 
ment who were in the city, dressed in their 
old uniforms, the home guard and a large 
body of typos, editors, and members of the 
chamber of commerce, preceded by a band 
of music. The coffin was enveloped in the 
folds of the old regimental flag, over which 
was laid the uniform of the deceased.

PROCLAMATION. 


HEADQUARTERS WEST'S DEP'T. ! 


St. Louis, Aug. 30, 1861. 
} 


Circumstances, in my judgment, of suf- 


ficient urgency, render it necessary that the 
commanding general of this department 
should assume the administrative powers 
of the state. 
Its disorganized condition 


and helplessness of tbe civil authority, the 
total insecurity of life, and the devastation 
of property by bands of murderers and ma- 
rauders, who infest nearly every county in 
the state, and avail themselves of the pub- 
lic misfortunes and the vicinity of a hostile 
force to gratify private and neighborhood 
vengeance, and who find an enemy where- 
ever they find plunder, finally demand the 
severest measures to repress the daily in- 
creasing crimes and outrages which are dri- 
ving off the inhabitants and ruining the 
stale. In this condition the public safety 
and success of arms require unity of pur- 
pose without let or hindrance to the prompt 
administration of affairs. 


In order, therefore, to suppress disorders, 


to maintain as far as is now practicable, the 
public peace, and to give security and pro- 
tection to the persons and property of loy- 
al citizens, I do hereby extend and declare 
established Martial Law throughout the 
state of Missouri. The lines of the army 
of occupation in the state, are, for the pres- 
ent, declared to extend to Leavenworth by 
way of the posts of Jefferson City, Rolla, 
and Ironton, to Cape Girardeau on the Mis- 
sissippi river. 
All persons who shall be 


taken with arms in their hands within these 
lines, shall be tried by court martial, and if 
found guilty will be shot. The property, 
real and personal, of all persons in the 
state of Missouri who shall take up arms 
against the United States, or who shall be 
directly proven to have taken part with 
their enemies in the field, is declared to be 
confiscated to the public use, and their 
slaves, if any they have, are hereby declar- 
ed free men. 
All persons who shall be 


proven to have destroyed, after the publica- 
tion of this order, railroad tracks, bridges, 
or telegraphs, shall suffer the extreme pen- 
alty of the law. All persons engaged in 
treasonable correspondence, in giving or 


procuring aid to the enemies of the United 
States, in fomenting tumults, in disturbing 
the public tranquility, by creating and cir- 
culating false reports or incendiary docu- 
ments, or are in their interest, are warned 
that they are exposing themselves to sad- 
den and severe punishment. All persons 
who have been led away from their allegi- 
ance are required to return forthwith to 
their homes. Any such absence without 
sufficient cause, will be held to he presump- 
tive evidence against them. The object of 
this declaration is to place in the hands of 
the military authorities the power to give 
instantaneous effect to existing laws, and 
to supply such deficiencies as the conduct 
of the war demands, but it is not intended 
to suspend the ordinary tribunals of the 
country, which will be administered by the 
civil officers, in the usual manner and with 
the customary authority, while the same 
can be peacefully exercised. 


The commanding general will labor vig- 


ilantly for the public welfare, and in his ef- 
forts for their safety, hopes to obtain not 
only the acquiesence but the active support 
of the people of the country.

reproach to the patriotic army nnder his 
command. He bad hoped that the right 
enforcement of discipline and good exam- 
ple of the mass of the enlightened soldiery 
which he has tbe honor to lead, would have 
been sufficient to correct in good time the 
irregularities and license of the few whc 
have reflected discredit upon our cause and 
ourselves. 
But the extension of martial 


law to a'l the state of Missouri, rendered 
suddenly necessary by its unhappy condi 
lion, renders it equally imperative to call 
the army to good order and vigorous disci 
pline. They are reminded that the power to 
inflict the extraordinary severities of the 
now governing law is rigidly confined to a 
few, who are to be held strictly accountable 
for its exercise. They are also reminded 
that the same necessity which requires the 
establishment of martial law, demands also 
the enforcement of the military laws, which 
govern themselves with the same sudden 
severity. 
The commanding general there- 


fore strictly prohibits all vexatious proceed- 
ings calculated to unnecessarily harass the 
citizens, and also unauthorized searches, 
seizures and destruction of property, ex- 
cept in cases of military necessity, and for 
which the officer authorized or permittin<; 
it will be held stictly and personally respon 
sible. 
All officers commanding districts, 


posts or detachments, are enjoined to use 
the utmost prudence and circumspection in 
the discharge of their duties under tbe cir- 
cumstances. A strict obedience to orders, 
close attention to duties, and an earnest ef- 
fort to protect and avoid harassing inno- 
cent persons, is requested and expected 
from officers and men. The commanding 
general trusts that he will find few occa 
sions to reproach tbe troops.

mire and approve them.

HIGHLY IMPORTANT ABBEST AT PHILA- 


DELPHIA.—Samuel Eaken, who waa arrest- 
ed at Philadelphia on a charge of treason, 
and taken to Fort Lafayette, is one of the 
most skillful of mechanics and chemists, 
and has been receiving high pay from the 
Richmond authorities. At the time of his 
arrest be was endeavoring to get a force ol 
mechanics to take south, and to buy tele- 
graph and other material. A correspond- 
ent of the New York Herald says that in 
searching his house in Philadelphia, some 
curious contrivances were discovered.— 
Among them about eight thousand feet ol 
extremely minute insulated telegraph wire, 
of the thickness of thread, wrapped in silk, 
and adapted to forming connection witb 
any ordinary wire. 
The color cf the thread 


was green, and in some respects, it was 
similar to the fragments of cable picked up 
near Fortress Monroe. At a distance ol 
ten yards this wire was invisible, and it 
could be trailed through grass a: d herbage, 
over any extent of country, without detec- 
tion. The object of this wire was, doubt- 
less, to lead off messages from the govern 
ment lines, and put the rebels in possession 
of every important movement. 
Eaken in- 


sisted that it was an improved wire for in 
sulating magnets; but well informed wit- 
nesses disagreed with him. A percussion 
cap was likewise discovered, that would ig 
nite cannon cartridges through the thick 
metallic coverings, and thus avoid the ne 
cessity of tearing off the envelope. 
The 


model of a cannon, likewise, came to light 
that tbe iuventor supposes capable of split 
ing a seventy-four frigate in half at a dis 
tance of three miles. A miniature torpe 
do, for submarine purposes, consisting es 
-•entially of a gntta percba bag and tube 
was discovered, and this, from tbe prison 
er's own admission, was to be used itt bK?w 
ing up war vessels. Among the prisoner's 
private papers we may enumerate a r.'.il 
road pass, directing the various southern 
railroads to pass the bearer to any point in 
the confederacy, and charge his expenses 
to the Davis government; a leit r from the 
director of the Richmond armory, contain 
iup- grave mutters not yet made public 
anil one from George B. Slout, ihe precise 
nature of which ia not yet explained, whica 
the prisoner was detected in chewing to 
pieces.

SECESSION FROM SECESSION.—We leurn 


by recent arrivals from the south that the 
governor of Georgia has recalled the troops 
of that state from Virginia in order tc 
suppress insurrection at home. This i 
probably an excuse—the real reason b.:in; 
hostility to Jefferson Davis and his cabinet 
on the ground of their interfering with state 
rights, and organizing forces in Gcoriga 
for the war without "the authority of th 
governor, in derogation of the sovereignty 
of the state, and in opposition to the i on 
slitution and the principles of the revolu 
tion of 1776. The quarrel has been go 
on for some time, having been first devel 
oped in the case of General Bnrtow, whc 
lost his life at Bull Run. and who had tak 
en troops ai.d arms from the state in o 
dience to Jefferson Davis and in spite o 
Governor Brown. The quarrel culminate! 
on the 2d inst., when the governor disband 
ed a brigade at Atlanta, commanded b 
General Phillips. Governor Brown seizei 
(he opportunity to assail Davis & Co. HI 
said •' the battle of sovereignty which wu 
fought at the revolution bad to be fin 
over again,'' as there was an attempt no* 
being made at the south " to destroy s'ab 
sovereignty and built! upon its ruins either 
H nionarchv or a consolidated aristocracy.' 
That this quarte'. will end in the secessiot 
of Georgia from the seceded states there 
appears to be little doubt; and as, accord 
ing to their own doctrine, a state has a 
right to secede, the confederate govern men 
are without any remedy. Such is the ab 
surdity to which the principle of secession 
leads, and such the denouement which w 
long since predicted. 


'ihe practical working of the doctrines o 


the rebel leaders to the disintegration o 
their own government, shows that ;he_ 
will all go to pieces. 
But if the evil were 


to be confined to the south we would no 
have so much reason to regret it: but i 
ihe South succeeds in establishing its inde- 
pendence, and with it the principle of se 
cession, the same evil wi'l prevail at th 
north, and secession after secession will b 
the result, till at last the thirty-fonr inde 
pendent military republic*, all warring 
against each other. The way to prevent 
this catastrophe is to render the struggli 
lor the Union triumphant by giving it al 
[he moral and physical aid which it needs 
Xeic York Herald.
